Body of Man Found
in River Sunday

lying in the shallow water of the river
enst of his place Bunday sfternocon,
Ooroner Munger of Homer was notified
and the body taken to that place where
an inquest was held Hongny after-
noon,

The body was that of & Bioux Oity
contracor and the following aoeount of
his disappearance and finding was giv-

on in Monday's Journal:

A badly decomposed body that has
been nearl tively identified as that
ol W J berg, the Bloux City
contraotor who dissppeared from his
home August 20 and who wia last seen
Beplember 1, yesterday afternoon was
found in shallow water on the bauk of
the Missoari river about four miles be-
low Dakots Clty, Neb,

The body was found by MR Gray-
bill, » farmer whose land adjoins tlie
river. It was in water three feet deep,
Althongh the features are un ni-
gable, measurements taken from Ejoh-
elberg's desoription and the olothes
make the identifioation positive, mo-
oording to the police, of the missing
eontractor

The olaspon & wateh obsin found
umh:&wuuum byMnmLL
Tilden Vv in . street, where
W&L , 88 the one worn
by him w he left the house on

olberg, the police averred, Near the
body Jay $8:45 in sllver. The bod
was coatless. When Eiohelberg lefs
the rooming house on August 20 he did
not wesr a cout and also was maid to
be without one when last seen.

The found yesterday lay in water
in a pooket near the bank. The our-
rent of the river couid easily bave car-
ried it from the Iowa side at Bioux
City to where it was found, the police
dealared.

In recent years meveral bodies of
persons who were drowned in the river
even farther up than Bioux City have
washed to shore there, according to
Coroner Muoger. The body, Coroner
Muonger asserted, muy have been at
the bottom of the river, suagged, nn-
til it wan freed by the ourrent or »
passing boat.

nand, of the Bioux Oity police de-
rulmwl, who viewed the body before
t was taken from the river, Sherifi
Frank Mahon, of Dakots county, sand
Jobn Malion, his brother.

The jury was ocom of Frank
Millard, 8 W MoKinley, V MeKinley,
George Thaoker, Oarl Bureombe and
W M Leamer. On Mondsy afteracon
the principal part of the inquest was
held, several witnesses giviog teatimo-
ny that conclusively proved the body
to be that of Eichelberg. Eichelberg,
a Bioux City oontractor, disappeared
from his bome August 90 and was
Isst soen on Labor deay., The only
witness yesterday was B H Btont, who
bhad known ohelberg for twenty
yoars. Mr Blout testified that ho was
positive tha body was that of the con-
tractor, Fred BEiohelberg, of Hed-
riok, Is, the father, was represented
al the {ngoest by J F Shonp, a Bionx
Oity sttorney. My Eichelberg did
not arrive in Bloux Qity uowntil last
nighs, baving missed train connections
the previous day.
